W a sh in g t o n , May 8— Senator Hoar 
addressed the senate today, m aking a 
scathing speech in opposition to the 
tariff 
bill.

by thfe amendments introduced in the 
senate as the result of the democratic 
compromise are as follows. 
The new 
sugar schedule provides: 
“On and after Jan. I, 1895, there 
shail be levied, collected and paid on 
all sugars not above N a 16 Dutch 
standard in color and on all tank bot­ 
toms, syrups of cane juice or of 
beet 
juice, 
melada, 
concentrated 
melada, concrete and concentrated mo­ 
lasses a duty of 40 per centum ad 
valorem, and upon all sugars above 
No. 16 Dutch standard in color there 
shall be levied, collected and paid a 
duty of one-eighth of I cent per pound 
in addition to said duty of 40 per 
centum ad valorem; and all sugars, 
tank bottoms, syrups of cane juice or 
of beet juice, melada, concentrated 
melada, 
concrete or 
concentrated 
molasses which are imported from or 
are the product of any country which 
at the time the same are exported 
therefrom pays, directly or indirectly, a 
bounty on the export thereof, shall 
pay a duty of one-tenth of I cent per 
pound in addition to the foregoing 
rates. 
Provided th a t nothing herein 
contained shall be so construed as to 
abrogate or in any m anner impair or 
affect the provisions of the treaty of 
commercial reciprocity concluded be­ 
tween the 
United States 
and the 
king 
of 
the 
Hawaiian 
islands 
on Jan. 
30, 
1875, 
or the provis­ 
ions of any act of congress hereto­ 
fore passed for the execution of the 
same: th a t on and after Jan, I, 1895, 
there shall be levied, collected and 
paid on molasses testing 40 degrees or 
less by the polariscope and containing 
more than 20 per centum of moisture, 
and on molasses testing above 40 de­ 
grees and not above 56 degrees polari­ 
scope, a duty of 2 cents per gallon; if 
testing above 56 degrees polariscope a 
duty of 4 cents per gallon. ” 
B utter and substitutes therefor are 
taxed 4 cents per pound, which is tile 
house rate; senate bill 20 per cent; 
cheese. 4 cents per pound, senate and 
house bills, 25 per cent; milk, fresh, 3 
cents per gallon; senate and house bills 
free: broom corn,$6 per ton: senate and 
house bills free; cabbages, 2 cents 
each senate and house bills free; eggs, I 
3 cents per dozen; senate and house 
bills free; hay $2 per ton (house rate), 
senate 20 per cent; honey, IO cents per 
gallon (house rate), senate bill, 20 per 
cent; hops, 8 cents per pound (house 
rate), senate bill, 20 per cent; onions, 
20 cents per bushel (house rate),senate 
bill, 20 per cent. 
In the free list, after the words 
‘‘petroleum, crude or refined." is in­ 
serted the following: 
“ Provided, th a t if petroleum, crude 
or refined, is imported from any coun­ 
try which imposes a duty on the same 
exported from the United States, then 
there shall be levied, paid and col­ 
lected upon such petroleum, crude or 
refined, the rate of duty existing prior 
to the passage of this a c t ” 
The following is added to the para­ 
graph in the free list relating to agri­ 
cultural implements: 
“Provided, T hat all articles men­ 
tioned in this paragraph, if imported 
from a country which lays an import 
duty on like articles imported from 
the United States, shall be subject to 
the duties existing prior to the passage 
of this a c t * * ________

BLAND NEEDS ALLEN’S AID. 


It W ould H ave Secured a Trium ph for 
th e Silver BUL 
W a s h in g t o n , May 8 .—Representa­ 
tive Bland's hopes of reporting a free 
coinage bill are considerably inter­ 
fered 
w ith 
by 
the 
continued 
absence of Representative Allen of 
Mississippi, a member of the coin­ 
age committee. 
Mr. Allen is a free- 
silver man, and if he had been present 
at the committee meeting last Thurs­ 
day it would given Mr. Bland the 
m argin of one vote necessary to report 
the bill. B ut w ithout him the commit­ 
tee was a tie, w ith prospects of re­ 
maining so. 
To m eet the emergency 
Mr. Bland has secured a letter from 
Mr. Allen stating th a t the la tte r de­ 
sired to vote to report the bilL 
But 
this move has been offset by Repre 
sentatives Tracey and Harter, who ob­ 
ject to all proxy voting. 
Thus, the 
free coinage bill is a t a standstill until 
Mr. Allen returns, and even then the 
anti-silver men hint th a t another ab­ 
sentee will further postpone the re­ 
porting of the bilL

m ajority would be found recorded for 
his proposition when it came up, and 
his friends say th a t this was not an 
idle boast. 
At present there seems to 
be little or no opposition to the

gantlet of the lower branch of the 
national legislature it can not pass the 
senate. 
Mr. Hatch is not at all bash­ 
ful in lauding his bilL 
He asserts its 
great object is to raise revenue, and ( 
next to protect producers from the 
“fiat” produce of “short’’ sellers. 
As 
far as he is concerned he is determined 
th at w hat he calls “speculative gamb­ 
ling” must go. and he volunteers the 
belief th a t his measure aiming a t this 
result is entirely constitutional.

I, in latitude 41.20, longitude 64.40, 
the New York pilot boat America was 
spoken. 
Capt Charles Pinkham of the Nep­ 
tune liner Urbina, at Rotterdam from 
Baltimore, reports to the Baltimore 
hydrographic office a phenomenon at 
sea. 
Between latitude 41 and 43 and 
longitude 45 and 39 the U rbino passed 
through numerous patches of dirty, 
muddy water, as if the ship were 
stirring up the bottom. 
Some of the 
patches extended tw enty miles, and 
several were from one to five miles 
long. 


BRECKINRIDGE TALKS. 


L arge Crowds G ather to H ear th e K en- 
tack y Orator.

It was a much more representative 
crowd than th at which attended the 
speaking here last Saturday and Breck­ 
inridge was better received if any­ 
thing. 
After he had finished he intro­ 
duced Evan Settle, one of his com­ 
petitors, who spoke for an hour and 
ten minutes. 
F r a n k f o r t , 
Ky., May 8.—W. C. 
Owens. candidate for congress in the 
Seventh district in opposition to Breck­ 
inridge,opened his campaign here yes­ 
terday. 
He spoke in the opera house j 
and there were 2,000 well-known peo- J 
pie present, about one hundred ladies 
being in the audience. 
Mr. Owens 
spoke about three-quarters of an hour. 
His speech was void of sensation, but 
was eloquent. 


Part of the Friends of Home Rule De­ 
clare That They Will Do All in 
Their Power to Prevent the Appro­ 
priation Measure From Becoming a 
Law. 


L o n d o n . May 8—Home rule is to be 
forced to the front by the decision 
which Parnellites reached today. Un­ 
til their measure is given a fair hear­ 
ing they will refuse to let the budget 
bill go to a second reading. 
There is 
already a great 
deficiency and 
the 
passage of the gereral appropriation 
measure is urgently demanded. 
This 
puts Lord Rose berry and hi9 adminis­ 
tration a t a great disadvantage. 
The 
Parnellites recognize this and believe 
they may unseat the present cabinet 
by joining the conservatives in oppos­ 
ing the government programme. 
London, May 8.—Col. Matteson, who 
is recognized as an em inent authority 
on Indian affairs, has w ritten an open 
letter to the newspapers on the sub­ 
ject of the anticipated uprising of the 
natives in India, which is treated in a 
very serious way by the Spectator on 
Saturday. 
Col Matteson says th a t the Specta­ 
tor’s estim ate of the gravity of the 
situation is not one w hit exaggerated. 
Undoubtedly, he says, some serious 
disturbance is impending, and prompt 
action on the part of the government, 
he believes, is imperative. 
There m ay 
not be any uprising on Thursday, the 
anniversary of the Sepoy m utiny in 
1857, as has been predicted, but it is 
bound to come if immediate measures 
ace not taken to prevent it.

FLEET ALMOST COMPLETED. 


It W ill Start From D es M oines To-M or­ 
row for K eokuk. 
D rs M o in e s, Iowa, May S.—Commo­ 
dore Kelly's fleet will leave Des Moines 
to-morrow morning. 
Last night 125 
flatboats were completed and most of 
tuem ready lor launching at the navy 
yard. 
The remaining twenty-five will 
lie finished and tested to-day. 
The 
supply of provisions for the army has 
run pretty low and Commodore Kelly 
found it necessary to buy food for the 
workmen. 
He has issued a last appeal 
to the citizens of Des Moines asking 
th a t money be contributed to pay for 
the boats, as he wishes to have some 
money left to secure a tug when the 
fleet 
reaches Keokuk. 
Eugene V. 
Debs, president of the American Rail­ 
way Union, has authorized the signing 
of his name to an appeal to organized 
labor for support for Kelly. Sovereign 
also signed the appeal, which was 
published, together w ith a num ber of 
Des Moines labor leaders. 


Alabama Coal Miners I’m* Dynaniite-- 
Macoinery Blown to Pietvn 


B irm ing h am , 
Ala., 
May 
a —The 
strike of Alabama miners has reached 
its worst point 
At m idnight Sunday 
a mob of strikers 200 strong and all 
well armed with rifles and pistols 
marched to the mines of Thomas Price 
a t Horse Creek, W alker county, and, 
after firing two or three volleys to in­ 
tim idate the citizens of the little 
town, proceeded to destroy the mine 
property. 
They put dynam ite in the 
engine and boiler and blew them both 
up. 
Two night watchmen were over­ 
awed and fled. 
The strikers blew up 
the manways to the mine and did 
other damage. 
The mine is a com­ 
plete wreck. 
The band marched on 
a few miles to the Victor mines, 
where they saturated the scale houses 
w ith kerosene, set them afire, and 
fired volley after volley as the flames 
leaped upward. 
Proceeding a little 
farther on they blew up several cars 
loaded with coal standing on a side­ 
track, and turned several others loose 
down a hill, completely wrecking 
them. 
This done they dispersed. 
Sheriff Guttery was on the scene tw o 
hours after the depredations were com­ 
mitted. but could find none of the 
strikers. 
Several of the mob were 
known, and were arrested during the 
day. 
Sheriff G uttery is still on the 
scene w ith a big posse of deputies, and 
is in constant communication w ith the 
governor. 
The situation at th at point 
is bad. 
The cause of the attack on 
Price's mines is the failure of his men 
to strike, although begged and th reat­ 
ened to do so by the strikers. 
At 
Price's and at Palos the workers have 
been menaced w ith death, and at Palos 
they have petitioned the governor for 
protection. 
The situation is also bad 
at Little Warrior, in this county, Jef­ 
ferson. 
The authorities a t the convict prisons 
of Coalburg and P ratt City are in great­ 
est apprehension. 
The idle miners 
have been flocking to the latter place 
until the force of deputies looks small 
in comparison. 
In the meanwhile the 
sheriff has ordered loo more rifles, the 
state supply having given out. 
The 
strikers are mad and desperate, the 
authorities determined. No bloodshed 
has yet occurred, but it seems ine­ 
vitable and imminent. 
So u t h P it t s b u r g , Tenn.. May 
8.— 
The striking miners at W hitwell having 
been given notice to take their tools 
out of the mine anti to vacate the 
property some of them are leaving the 
town. 
It is said convicts will be put 
into the mines. 
Some of the miners 
threaten to blow up the dynamos and 
cut the ropes if this is done.
